In charge the crusade against free silver 
thus summarises tho reports that have 
reached headquarters from the several 
States: 
"The latest advices to the Chamber of 


Commerce from the various States Indi- 
cates that while the silver craze Is un- 
doubtedly on »»<o wne, It !•> far from be- 
ing dead. The sound money men have 
thus far been victorious In every place 
where a fair and square -Issue has been 
made. It Is absurd, however, to suppose 
that the sllverltes have given up the hat- 
tie. Th'lS" Is ,shown very clearly Uy tho 
statement In two or three Western States. 
The sound money people. have been gen- 
emlly successful In keeping the craze In 
check, but In Pennsylvania It seems to 
have broken out with redoubled energy. 
One of the reasons for this Is because 
Senator Cameron la the candidate for 
President on t^e trpp 
nll\cr platform, 


The silver Senators. Teller. Carter and 
Dubols, h'ave publicly admitted the fact. 
Camerori~ls the- one Senator from the 
EB«t who misrepresents -the Kieatest of 
the Industrial States. He has behind him 
Senator—Quay, who In turn controls one 
of t&« most powerful political machines 
In the country, and hence occupies strong 
advantage "ground. Moreover. the Manu- 
facturers* club ot Philadelphia, an orKsn. 
•-•tlon which comprise* many prominent 
business men. have placed themselves on 
record, «* twine In thorough gjmpathv 
nith the sllverltes. It Is generally under- 
Blood t>>»t Senator Caj-?ron has been 
Bart at work for some time past In send- 
ing out free silver literature all through 
till bailiwick. Not only did he go to 
Hai.tsburg to work the State Legisla- 
ture while In session. but he also had a 
fr«e stiver advocrt'e Invited to spe«k at 
the Capitol.

The action of tho mayor and acting chief, 
of police, Martin White of Chicago, Ih 
doubling tho police force last night called 
forth criticism on all sides. 
Judge Berka, a Republican, and not an 


A. l>, A. member, gald to-day the action 
of the mayor In'appolntlng the extra spe- 
cial police was about on a par wl\h tho 
action of the mayor's proclamation to 
dispel a riot. The Judge expressed, th'e 
opinion that tax payers would protest 
against the payment of salaries to men 
not actually engaged In suppressing a 
riot. Until there Is a demand for the 
services of extra policemen, Judge Berka 
said there was no occasion to burden tho 
city with the additional expense. 
The resolution passed by the city ooun- 


cll relative to tho payment of salaries to 
policemen had the effect of dampening 
the order of the police, who do not feet 
disposed to work for glory. 
The city council resolved to pay no sal- 


aries by order of the old board. To-day 
was chiefly Occupied In hearing two cases 
before Judge Hopowcll, one nfo applica- 
tion for an Injunction restraining the new 
board from exercising their duties, and 
the contempt case against the city coun- 
cil.

The arguments were very bitter anrl 


scathing. For the new board, K. 8. Hall 
charged the old board and their coher- 
cnts with conspiring to prevent a law 
which Is on the statute books of the State 
frcm being put Into effect. He contendsl 
that If the opposition had not shown such 
si-ch unseemly haste In the desire to' 
place themselves in office :hc whole mat- 
ter wjuld have been settled In one civil 
action, «* laid down by the Supreme 
Court In Its opinion to Oov. Holcomb, 
that it could r.ot pass upon the constttu- 
t'onallty of th« new taw until an occa- 
sion hna arisen by reason of the appoint-, 
ment of the ntw board provided by the 
act. He charged the attorney for Mayor 
Bcmls andjdls associates In the old police 
board with having brought a flctlclous 
case before th<s proper time had aulved 
for the bringing of a c»»c, and In order 
to prevent the carrying out of a law 
which had been enacted by more than a 
three-fifths vote ot 'the representative 
of tbe people of the St«te. 
"i'he opposera of this law," he said, 


••did not have the patieuce to wait until 
n cuse could b« properly brought, but re- 
torted to eve»> dtvlee and trickery, they 
brought an action to restrain Ihe council 
from proceeding with what the law re- 
qutrea It to flo; 'd«tay tb«se proceedings 
for the purpose of Increasing the excite- 
ment ot the people and arousing their an- 
tipathy and dl»r»«-ard 'or the law." 
Both cases wet* continued until Tues- 


day, the attorneys for the old board ««k- 
ed to amend their perTUon. 
Judge Hope*ell Issued a temporary re- 
straining order "gainst the new. board 
to be in force until the CUM could be 
heard, 'ihe new board accepted" this de- 
cision with «ulet submission, hoping only 
that the c-«« might soon pa«s from thn 
District to the Supreme Court, and final- 
ly be adjudicated. Tne supporter of tb« 
new board acted also with complacency. 
•rUe members of the new board Insist that 
they will be punctlclllus In oV*yln*-all 
the lefcal means brought against them; 
they have no disposition to resist the law 
and are satisfied that In the end their 
status and legality will be 'fully sustained. 


•i'ne report of the Judiciary committee of 


the city council which was appointed to 
lnvcstlKate the wholesale discharges of 
one-fourth of the force tn«l month, as U 
bears directly upon tbe record of the old 
hoard. Its Integral portion will be ot In- 
terest. It w"« adopted by the council by 
a vote of 11 to 4. It sa>» In part: 
"It appeai« f/om the evidence that dur- 


ing the month of July. 1895, 21 officers of 
tbe'clty (being about 23 per cent, of t"e 
entire force) were summarily dismissed 
And removed without any charges belnc 
preferred, without a hearing and without 
any notice to them that thev were to be 
discharged. By 
their 
dismissal 
they 


were deprived of the benefit of the po- 
lice relief fund, to Which they had con- 
tributed. 
"It Is but Just to aav that the men dis- 


charged, taken as a whoK have the ap- 
pearance of being sober and intelligent 
men who. physically, present an appear- 
ance equal to any police force. Almost 
all of these men have families dependent 
upon them, and have .lived In this city 
for years, and by their dismissal their 
character Is besmirched and It would bo 
almost impossible for them to obtain em- 
ployment. Your committee believes that 
tun commission did a ereat injustice to 
tnese men, and that it acted contrary to 
«sw and not for the best Interests of the 
«rtty of' Omaha and the general public."

Russia Is blamed by them more than Gar- 
many and France for Japan's rcllnqulsh- 
ment of Port Arthur and the Lloa Tung 
peninsula. The people believe that as 
China IB the largest nation In the "world, 
and therefore In their eyes the most 
foi Hildable, was -whipped by their coun- 
try so readily, the minority «cted with 
cowardice In giving up some of the fruits 
of-the victory at the command of Rus- 
sia, 
On account of Ihe feeling of the 
messes Mr. Mercer would not be surpris- 
ed If complications with th» Crar's gov- 
ernment would ensue In the near future, 
notwithstanding the Intelligent conserva- 
tive policy pursued by Count Ito. He 
says further that the Impression prevails 
among prominent people In the Orlc.nt 
that Russia will before long endeavor to 
got a foothold in Korea. That situation 
as a whole, on account of the warlike at- 
titude of the Japanese people.

Amoug tho 
flrst were many exiled Presbyterians from 
the north of Ireland, tho best people In tho 
world when in tho right and pretty nnar 
tho worst when In tho w rong, jtor they are 
very sclilom convinced by argument 'and 
would ratlier die than yield to force. Into 
this section from tho aristocratic region 
camo younger sons, overseers who ha'l 
saved BOUIC money, bankrupts and men 
who had lost their flrst standing; but were 
still "good HUTS" ns tho local phrase 
goes, and all these together nmdo up tho 
population which extends to tho Blue 
Ridge.

Crossing tho ridge Xnto tbo valley ono
